Here is a splendid opportunity 
to accomplish sou:e goud missionary work that is badly 
needed, as at the exhibition there will be present a 
very large nuraber of visitors and among them many 
investors of the class we are anxious to attract here. They

excellent opportunity will be given of properly impressing 
them with the possibilities of this district from a fruit 
ranching point of view. 

The Board of Horticulture ofthe Dominion Exhibition 
announce that it offers as a special inducement to small 
fruit growers, extra money prizes fur exhibitors having 
moderate sizel ranches. ‘This is in addition to the prem- 
jums offered for the large commercial concerns, and should 
result in the ranchers hereabouts sending in good exhibits.
